NOTE 

The  foremost  American  authority  on  fine  furniture,  ob¬ 
jects  of  art  and  “The  Home  Beautiful when  he  learned  that 
this  sale  was  to  take  place,  sent  the  oicner  this  brief  comment. 

“It  is  always  a  delight  to  find,  perhaps  unexpectedly,  a  concrete  proof 
of  some  cherished  theory  which  one  has  grown  weary  of  repeating  to  ears 
that  either  are  deaf  or  stubbornly  refuse  to  hear.  For  this  reason,  then,  it 
has  given  me  peculiar  pleasure  to  know  that  the  owner  has  decided  to  place 
upon  exhibition  and  offer  for  sale  the  furniture  and  artistic  objects  (it  is 
ever  a  matter  for  regret  that  we  have  no  fitting  translation  for  the  French¬ 
man's  objets  d’ art)  which  he  brought  with  him  to  America  from  his  home 
in  England. 

“I  have  always  claimed  that  among  the  most  home-like  of  well  fur¬ 
nished  rooms  are  those  of  the  typical  old  English  Country  House.  Here  one 
finds  Chairs  and  Tables  and  Cabinets  which  have  not  all  been  assembled  at 
one  time  at  the  behest  of  no  matter  what  good  taste,  hut  have  come  together 
by  degrees  at  the  instance  of  more  than  one  generation,  and  have  about 
them  a  subtlety  of  accord,  a  unity  of  purpose,  not  to  be  found  in  a  gathering 
brought  together  under  other  circumstances. 

“Some  of  the  furniture,  for  instance,  may  date  back  to  Elizabethan 
days,  a  majority  of  it  may  belong  to  those  of  the  Georges,  while  in  between 
may  be  pieces  of  the  times  of  Dutch  William  and  his  Consort  Mary  or  of 
good  Queen  Anne,  yet  all  are  linked  together  by  the  kinship  of  those  re¬ 
sponsible  for  them  and  not  one  of  them,  therefore,  intrudes  a  jarring  note. 

“There  is,  then,  given  to  us  today  an  opportunity  of  seeing,  not  a  col¬ 
lection  in  the  strict  sense  of  that  much  abused  term,  but  the  making  of  an 
old  English  Country  home,  in  this  case  that  of  Cheverells  in  the  County 
of  Hertfordshire. 

“There  are  pieces,  it  is  true,  which  will  attract  special  attention,  a  Four- 
post  Bed  and  a  Card  Table,  by  way  of  example,  which  undoubtedly  came 
from  the  workshop  of  Thomas  Chippendale,  or  an  Oaken  Draw-Table 
which  leads  one  through  the  centuries  to  Tudor  days,  but  there  is  not  a 
single  one  that  was  not  selected  originally  because  of  its  appeal  to  the  senses 
of  beauty  and  fitness. 

“Even  more  than  in  the  furniture  do  we  find  this  insistent  appeal  in  the 
old  Waterford  Glass,  the  Georgian  Silverware,  the  fine  English  Porcelain 
and  Potteries,  or  the  Characteristic  Needlework  that  played  their  parts  in 
making  Cheverells  so  emphatically  a  house  in  which  it  was  worth  while  to 
live. 

“Finally,  it  may  be  said  without  cavil  or  question  that  the  sale  offers 
extraordinary  attractions  to  the  connoisseur  as  well  as  to  the  unpretentious 
lover  of  nice  things.  The  former  will  find  a  sufficiency  of  examples  that 
will  add  to  the  completeness  of  any  carefully  considered  collection,  while 
the  latter  will  make  no  mistake  in  selecting  almost  at  hap-hazard,  secure  in 
the  knowledge  that  any  article  so  chosen  will  find  itself  at  home  whatever 
the  nature  of  its  surroundings.”

FOREWORD 

By  KARL  FREUND 

This  exhibition  seems  to  me  an  expression  of  the  good  taste  of  many  generations, 
an  historical  review  of  good  English  furnishing  from  Elizabethan  days  to  the  pre-war 
era.  Each  epoch  shows  by  its  objects  the  original  owner’s  good  sense  of  proportion. 

The  Elizabethan  period  is  handsomely  represented  by — among  many  other 
objects — the  Oak  “Withdrawing”  (Dining)  Table  (No.  537),  with  its  fine  carved 
bulbous  legs,  and  its  incomparable  surface  condition. 

The  Stuarts  appear  in  such  fine  specimens  of  needle  and  stump  work  as  Numbers 
362  and  507;  the  early  Georges  in  the  noble,  and  at  the  same  time  sumptuous,  dining 
room  chairs  (Nos.  531  and  547)  ;  in  the  magnificent  Cheverells  bed  by  Chippendale 
(No.  536),  so  i  nfinitely  superior  in  dignity  and  style  to  the  famous  Canfield  bed  ;  in 
that  most  engaging  Chippendale  Game  Table  from  the  Charterhouse  (No.  527),  and 
in  many  rare  and  inviting  chairs. 

Classicism  is  represented  by  the  Adam  brothers,  by  Hepplewhite,  Sheraton  and 
Shearer  in  these  delightful  sofa  tables,  these  wardrobes  and  chests  and  mirrors;  again 
in  these  four  urn-shaped  crystal  appliques  of  great  finesse,  and  in  the  dazzling  Water¬ 
ford  Chandelier  (No.  543). 

Victorianism  is  deliciously  expressed  by  that  imposing  needlework  picture  of 
the  Queen  on  Horseback  (No.  86). 

The  foundation  of  it  all  is  thoroughly  English,  full  of  the  spirit  of  many  English 
centuries,  and  during  those  centuries  many  of  the  earlier  owners  brought  from  foreign 
lands  excellent  additions,  characterized  by  the  same  note  of  distinction.  I  need  only 
mention  that  fine  Sescento  Cassone  (No.  514),  the  great  wealth  of  good  laces  and  the 
extraordinary  set  of  linen  panels  covered  with  more  than  fifty  yards  of  the  most 
beautiful  old  Florentine  drawn  work — and  last  but  not  least,  the  table  linen  by  Rouff, 
which  can  hardly  be  equalled.

This  interesting  specimen  of  the  glass-maker’s  art  is  named  after  Prince 
Rupert,  the  valiant  nephew  of  Charles  I.,  who,  retiring  from  the  life  of 
a  warrior  and  buccaneer,  became  a  renowned  engraver,  devoting  himself, 
in  addition,  to  chemistry.  Prince  Rupert’s  drops  are  drops  of  glass  thrown 
when  melted  into  water,  and  thus  suddenly  consolidated.  They  have 
usually  a  form  somewhat  resembling  a  tadpole.  The  thick  end  may  be 
subjected  to  smart  hammering  on  an  anvil  without  its  breaking;  but  if  the 
smallest  fragment  of  the  tail  be  nipped  off,  the  whole  Hies  into  fine  dust 
with  almost  explosive  violence.  The  phenomenon  is  due  to  the  state  of 
strain  in  the  interior  of  the  mass  of  glass,  caused  by  the  sudden  consolida¬ 
tion  of  the  crust.

The  descriptions  of  the  rugs,  which  occupy  the  rest  of  this  catalogue,  have  been 
written  by  the  distinguished  expert,  Mr.  John  Kimberly  Mumford,  the  greatest  living 
authority  on  the  subject,  and  the  author  of  “  Oriental  Rugs.” 


NOTE  BY  MR.  MUMFORD 

I  have  been  asked  by  the  owner  of  the  Cheverells  rugs  to  write  a  brief 
description  of  them,  which  I  have  done.  I  should  like  to  preface  these  notes  by 
a  comment  upon  one  very  important  and  unusual  characteristic  which  these 
rugs  possess.  They  are  absolutely  genuine  in  color.  They  have  not  been 
chemically  treated,  as  are  the  great  majority  of  Oriental  floor  coverings  offered 
for  sale  in  the  American  market.  Every  piece  in  the  collection  retains  all  its 
original  beauty  and  virility.  Many  of  these  rugs  it  would  be  difficult  to  dupli¬ 
cate  in  New  York.

558  Saraband  Rug,  7  feet  by  4  feet  4  inches 

Very  heavy  and  substantial  in  quality.  The  palm  leaf,  in  red  on  blue  ground, 
is  woven  after  the  strict  Saraband  model.  The  borders  also  are  standard  but 
with  a  slight  excess  of  white.  The  reciprocal  is  proportionately  small.  A 
strong,  handsome  and  useful  carpet. 


559  Saraband  Kurd  Rug,  7  feet  6  inches  by  4  feet  2  inches. 

An  unusual  type,  now  practically  “out  of  print.”  Rugs  of  this  kind  came  out 
through  Bassorah  and  Bushire  many  years  ago,  but  can  now  seldom  be  found. 
This  rug  was  made  in  the  Sarawan  province  of  which  the  name  Saraband  is  a 
corruption.  With  its  long  pile  and  tremendous  strength,  it  reveals  perfectly 
the  difference  between  the  nomad  products  and  those  of  the  town  dwellers.  It 
was  made  by  mountain  people  for  use  in  tents,  but  in  almost  every  detail  of 
pattern  it  follows  studiously  the  pure  Saraband  type,  even  to  the  fine  treatment 
of  the  palm  leaf  pattern  and  the  blue  and  black  reciprocal  device  in  the  outer 
border.  The  rose  ground  in  place  of  red  is  a  concession  to  Kurdish  influence. 


560  Hamadan  Camel's-hair  Strip,  15  feet  8  inches  by  3  feet  5  inches. 

A  thorough-paced  example  of  the  old  camel’s-hair  product  of  this  district. 
There  is  no  more  serviceable  or  adaptable  fabric  in  the  East.  This  is  what  is 
known  as  the  “spectacles”  pattern.  The  coloring  is  soft,  but  genuine  and  unim¬ 
paired.  The  rug  has  splendid  solidity  and  strength  and  is  in  perfect  condi¬ 
tion.  The  Hamadan  district  for  years  past  has  produced  principally  heavy, 
coarse  imitations  of  the  Saraband  rugs;  so  that  the  value  of  such  specimens 
as  this  is  increased  by  their  rarity. 


561  Kurdish  Rug,  10  feet  9  inches  by  4  feet  1  1  inches. 

Illustrates  the  Kurd  habit  of  utilizing  patterns  from  everywhere.  Other  dis¬ 
tinctly  Kurdish  idiosyncrasies  are  in  evidence  here,  notably  the  soft  rose  ground 
and  the  ray  ah,  or,  in  Turkish,  arbrash,  a  modulation  of  the  ground  color  which 
was  employed  purposely  to  lend  vivacity  and  richness  to  the  fabric.  The  heavy 
repetitive  and  more  or  less  mechanical  form  of  the  palm  pattern,  arranged  in 
stiff  rows,  is  positively  Kurdish.  The  little  medallion  in  the  center  is  sugges¬ 
tive  of  the  camel’s-hair  fabrics  of  Hamadan.  The  reciprocal  in  green  and 
brown,  a  beautiful  and  theoretically  perfect  combination  of  color,  but  now 
seldom  seen,  is  taken  from  the  Caucasus  by  way  of  Sarawan.  The  colof 
invension  is  purely  Kurdish.  The  main  border  pattern  is  of  Saraband  deriva¬ 
tion.  In  general  color  and  the  indefinable  expression  which  marks  rugs  as  it 
does  the  faces  of  people,  there  is  an  undeniable  echo  of  the  older  Herez  types. 
The  rug  has  withal  the  splendid  strength  and  durability  of  its  kind,  which  are 
not  surpassed  in  Asia. 


562  Old  Persian  Rug,  12  feet  7  inches  by  9  feet  4  inches. 

This  is  probably  one  of  the  earlier  carpets  made  under  the  commercial  dis¬ 
pensation  in  the  Herez  or  Gorevan  district  of  Central  Persia.  It  is  fairly  well 
worn,  but  strongly  made  and  quite  serviceable.  In  pattern  it  is  characteristi¬ 
cally  strong,  but  pleasing  in  color.  There  is  a  central  medallion  in  light  blue 
with  a  red  partition  line  and  periphery ;  the  center  is  in  yellow.  On  the  main 
ground  there  are  arrangements  of  flowers  with  pomegranate  and  floral  devices 
in  lozenges  or  squares,  after  the  fashion  familiar  in  the  Mongolian  and 
Samarkand  fabrics. 
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563  Antique  Persian  Rug,  11  feet  6  inches  by  7  feet  7  inches. 

A  fine,  strong  carpet  of  clear  old-fashioned  coloring,  in  admirable  condition. 
It  has  a  camel’s  hair  ground  with  rose  red  medallion  extended  in  a  long  pen¬ 
dant,  with  ornamented  corners  and  sides  of  clear  Persian  blue.  The  patterns 
are  of  animal  derivation  in  conventionalized  form  and  of  heavy  character,  with 
quaint  cross  patterns  of  white  or  pink,  relieved  by  darker  ones.  In  the  light 
blue  side  spaces  there  are  stiff  floral  sprays  with  colored  leaves.  The  carpet  is 
cheerful,  wholesome,  and  of  the  good  quality  found  in  the  older  fabrics.  It  is 
particularly  adaptable  to  rooms  where  oak  trim  is  used. 


564  Kirman  Carpet,  13  feet  8  inches  by  10  feet. 

Like  the  other  Kirmans  in  this  collection,  this  piece  is  of  one  of  the  best  early 
types.  These  strong  medallion  arrangements  are  seldom  woven  in  Kirman  at  the 
present  time,  much  of  the  ornamentation  in  that  famous  weaving  district  being 
of  a  more  minute,  composite,  and  somewhat  congested  nature.  The  older  rugs, 
such  as  this  have  great  strength  and  ornamental  brilliancy,  but  the  old  color,  most 
skilfully  distributed  produces  a  pronounced  richness  and  wonderful  balance. 
The  design  is  formed  on  the  old  lozenge  medallion,  with  large  palmettes  on 
blue  ground  alternating  with  similar  ones  on  red.  All  the  inter-spaces  are  laid 
in  white  with  a  very  clever  and  carefully  conventionalized  floral  pattern.  In 
the  medallion  at  one  end  of  the  rug  is  a  poetical  couplet  in  old  Persian.  There 
are  some  very  unusual  color  distributions  throughout  the  carpet,  and  there  is 
drawing,  in  the  floral  devices,  which  is  characteristic  of  the  older  time  and 
does  not  appear  in  later  patterns.  The  border  carries  a  succession  of  palmettes 
on  white  ground.  These  are  alternate  in  color  and  very  impressionistic  in 
treatment.  There  are  two  guard  stripes  in  dark  blue  and  an  outer  one  in 
lighter  blue.  The  balance  is  well  maintained  and  the  range  of  color  is  ex¬ 
tremely  good.  The  solid  quality  is  relieved  and  lightness  of  effect  preserved  in 
a  very  masterly  manner  by  the  use  of  fawn  shades,  browns,  pale  greens,  blues, 
grays,  and  light  orange  in  small  and  carefully  distributed  areas.  In  many  of 
these  vigorous  medallion  carpets  a  weak,  vapid  border  throws  the  medallion 
into  undue  relief,  in  a  fashion  which  is  felt  rather  than  discerned  and  which 
disturbs  uncomfortably  the  entire  balance  of  the  room.  But  in  textile  quality 
as  well  as  in  color  this  carpet  conforms  to  the  best  standards  of  Kirman  pro¬ 
duction. 


565  Old  Kirman  Carpet,  13  feet  6  inches  by  10  feet. 

A  very  handsome  example  of  the  old  medallion  Kirman.  The  general  character 
of  these  carpets  is  more  or  less  uniform,  but  they  vary  widely  in  color  distri¬ 
bution.  There  is  a  richness  running  through  them  all  which  has  no  counter¬ 
part  in  any  other  Persian  fabrics.  In  textile  quality  they  leave  little  to  be 
desired.  This  piece  has  a  strong  medallion  with  blue  ground  on  a  central  field 
of  wool  white.  The  center  is  occupied  by  a  rosette  and  the  pattern  is  expanded 
on  the  medallion  with  arrangements  of  leaves  and  lotus  devices.  At  the  ex¬ 
tremities  of  the  medallion  are  strong  escutcheons  in  rich  color.  The  reds  are 
of  a  fine  wine  quality  and  are  offset  by  old  Persian  blue.  The  border  is  of 
distinctly  native  order  with  white  ground.  The  outer  stripes  are  of  red,  with  a 
small  cruciform  pattern  which  in  modern  rugs  is  not  familiar.  The  design  is 
impressively  strong,  most  harmonious,  and  well  adapted  to  almost  any  environ¬ 
ment. 
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5 66  Antique  Turkoman  Rug,  8  feet  6  inches  by  8  feet  (piled  surface). 

Under  the  Russian  dispensation  in  Turkestan  a  vast  number  of  so-called  “Bok¬ 
hara”  or  Turkoman  fabrics  have  of  late  years  been  manufactured  for  market — 
most  of  them  of  a  quality  very  far  inferior  to  the  old  product.  We  have  here 
an  old  and  handsome  example  of  what  would  be  classed  by  most  as  a  “Bok¬ 
hara”  rug.  The  checked  selvage  at  the  sides  indicates,  however,  that  it  origi¬ 
nated  in  the  Yomud  district  east  of  the  Caspian.  The  color  has  rather  less  of 
the  plum  cast  than  is  common  in  old  rugs  of  this  type,  the  red  tending  rather 
toward  the  deep  tones  of  the  Pindi  products.  The  rug  is  woven  of  carefully 
selected  wool  and  has  a  lustre  which  is  the  mark  of  its  kind.  It  has  at  each 
end  the  wide  webbing  which  was  common  in  the  older  pieces,  which  were 
made  originally  for  tent  use  and  hard  wear.  The  general  tone  is  rich,  the 
relieving  colors  being  chiefly  blue  with  small,  distributed  areas  of  orange. 


567  Kirman  Rug,  12  feet  9  inches  by  9  feet. 

This  carpet  is  notable  for  its  strong  presentation  of  old  Persian  blue,  which 
occurs  in  the  central  medallion,  and  for  the  prevalence  of  bird  and  animal 
figures,  which  are  not  common  in  rugs  of  this  period.  It  is,  furthermore, 
finely  woven.  The  medallion  is  laid  in  the  form  of  a  square  with  a  somewhat 
elaborate  extension.  The  design  starts  from  a  rosette  in  the  center  and  is 
thoroughly  and  carefully  balanced  throughout.  At  the  angles  of  the  medallion 
birds  appear ;  the  four  corners  are  occupied  by  a  dragon  figure  laid  in  rose, 
which  while  confused  in  drawing  makes  a  fine  contribution  of  color,  and 
in  the  extensions  on  the  axis  there  are  ducks,  symbolical  of  joy,  some¬ 
times  even  of  matrimonial  blessedness.  In  the  corners  on  strong  red  ground 
there  is  the  ancient  Persian  device  of  the  lion  and  the  deer,  and  at  the  extreme 
ends  of  the  central  design  are  white  rabbits  arranged  vis-a-viz.  Around  the 
blue  medallion  the  ground  is  of  wool  white  somewhat  sparsely  covered  with 
arrangement  of  palmettes  and  flower  stalks,  together  with  iris  devices  and 
birds.  There  are  seven  border  stripes.  It  would  be  difficult  at  the  present 
time  to  find  a  Kirman  of  this  period  showing  greater  elaboration  and  finer 
color  quality  than  this. 


568  Antique  Kirman  Rug,  4  feet  1 1  inches  by  8  feet  2  inches. 

A  distinct  and  altogether  characteristic  type  which  prevailed  in  the  Eighteenth 
and  early  Nineteenth  Centuries  but  which  is  now  no  longer  made  and  has 
become  exceedingly  rare  in  all  markets.  This  is  the  real  Lavehr  Kirman,  a 
name  which,  by  the  way,  is  rather  recklessly  used  to  add  value  to  products 
of  a  much  later  period.  At  the  time  when  this  rug  was  woven  the  cypress 
tree,  representing  the  idea  of  renewed  life,  and  therefore  of  Eternity,  was 
widely  used  in  rugs  of  the  best  class,  almost  always  in  conjunction  with  a 
profuse  background  design  of  delicate  flowers,  leaves  and  sprays,  which  serve 
to  relieve  the  set  effect  of  the  tree  device  and  to  lend  softness  to  the  whole. 
This  quality  is  maintained  also  by  the  pale  green  ground,  which  is  quite  un¬ 
common,  and  in  the  coloring  of  the  main  border,  which,  with  green  and  gold 
in  soft  shades,  further  modified  by  age,  carries  out  the  general  key  of  the 
carpet.  In  the  small  red  cartouches  with  their  neat  floral  device  there  is  the 
element  of  strength  needed  to  frame  the  picture.  Altogether  this  is  a  very 
perfect  example  of  the  Kirman  native  product  at  almost  its  best  period.  There 
is  a  peculiar  textile  compactness  in  Kirman  rugs  of  this  type  which  enables 
them  to  endure  incredible  service  without  showing  it. 
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There  is  no  more  thoroughly  rich,  dignified  or  durable  carpet  made  in  Persia 
than  the  old-time  Saraband  of  this  type.  The  great  majority  of  them  were 
woven  in  this  kali  shape,  with  a  rather  scant  representation  in  strips  or  “run¬ 
ners.”  At  one  time  the  supply  was  very  great,  but  their  usefulness  in  almost 
any  scheme  of  furnishing  evoked  a  very  large  demand,  which  it  has  been  im¬ 
possible  to  meet,  the  place  being  taken  in  large  measure  by  the  Hamadan 
products.  This  mir  type  of  Saraband  has,  however,  a  distinction  which  has  not 
been  successfully  imitated  although  the  attempt  has  been  made  in  many  weaving 
sections.  The  rug  is  in  excellent  condition — one  small  break  in  its  center  hav¬ 
ing  been  re-woven. 


570  Kirman  Rug,  19  feet  8  inches  by  13  feet  6  inches. 


This  carpet  is  of  a  class  now  very  seldom  made.  Twenty-five  or  thirty  years 
ago  the  fashion  in  Persian  manufacture  ran  to  these  red  grounds,  which  for 
commercial  purposes  have  usually  been  reduced  to  pink  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  prevalent  decoration,  and  have  been  greatly  in  demand  for  several 
years  past  for  that  reason.  Sterling  in  its  workmanship,  strong  and  dignified 
in  character,  rich  and  brilliant  in  color  effect,  the  carpet  is  admirably  adapted 
to  a  room  in  which  refinement  and  substantiality  at  once  are  aimed  at.  Strength 
and  a  large  measure  of  brilliancy  are  attained  by  the  arrangement  of  the  central 
medallion  and  corner  ornaments.  The  medallion,  floral  in  its  elements,  but 
highly  conventionalized  in  character,  is  eight-rayed,  with  alternating  main 
sections  in  red  and  blue,  and  with  profuse  floral  covering  in  the  varied  hues 
which  the  Oriental  employs  for  his  peculiar  method  of  neutralization.  The 
jewel  quality  of  the  medallion,  as  well  as  the  corners,  which  are  similar  in 
treatment,  is  intensified  by  the  warm  background  of  rich  red  which  forms  the 
main  field  of  the  carpet.  Both  medallion  and  corners  are  well  covered,  which 
makes  for  a  certain  solidity  and  provides  strength  commensurate  with  the 
red  ground.  This  rug  stands  extremely  well  the  test  of  balance,  which  is  a 
vital  factor  in  all  high  class  fabrics.  There  is  perfect  coherence  in  strength 
and  in  color  quality  between  medallion,  corners  and  borders. 
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
